He used his instruments in such 
a manner that the child died, and the 
Captain, seeing that he was unskilled 
as a physician ordered him away from 
his wife. 


Armitage appealed to the mate and 


crew, telling them the Captain was kill- 
ing his wife. The crew led by the mate, 
mutinied, and the Captain, after _ being 
drugged, was locked up. He managed 
to get out just in time to see his wife 
die. 
Several times he was imprisoned 


by the crew, but he managed to break 
out.

He deserted his wife and 
baby in Sydney and fled to New Castle 
with another woman, where he joined 
the Inverne. The officers, crew and 
passengers of the bark are being de- 
tained and the Port Warden and police 
will make arrests this afternoon.

Trlbulatioua of People Wlio TbluU Thry 


Knot? About Their Stores, but Find 
When They Drslre ito Repair Them That 
Their Ignorance Is Appalling. 
Tho life of a dealer in stovo repairs 


is not one of unalloyed blisa Ho has 
all classes of people to deal with, and 
the greater portion of them seldom 
know what they want. They think they 
do, but they don't. This will be readily 
understood when it is known that there 
are manufactured today between 70,000 
and 80,000 different Btovea. As each va- 
riety has from 8 to 15 component parts 
this will make a total of between 560, - 
000 and 640,000 different pieces. 
It 


will be Been that unless minute details 
are given there aro possibilities of hav- 
ing a mixed stove on your hands. A 
visit to one of the largest repair shops 
in the country was productive of some 
interesting Information as well as some 
amusing incidents. 


"It is singular," said the manager, 


"how little the general public knows 
about Btovea People will handle a stove 
for years and still be a stranger to it. 
Then, when something happens to it, 
they come to t*s and eipect us to know 
what part is wanted by a general de- 
scription. We carry supplies of about 
80,000 different stoves. There are about 
800 stove manufacturers in this country, 
and they turn out on an average 9,000 
now designs every year. As we aro 
called iipon to supply the different parts 
of all of them, we have to keep a pretty 
large stock on haiid. 


' ''We have four stories full of sup- 


plies, which weigh 2,500 tons. Besides 
those we have 800 tons of patterns and 
pay $10,000 yearly for new designs. 
Our stock is an accumulation of over 22 
yci.rs. 
Some of our supplies are for 


stov-es that haven't been manufactured 
for years. One would think that people 
would want the latest pattern in stoves, 
hue they don't. They will hang onto a 
stovo as long as there is anything to 
patcli up. Why, only the other day we 
were asked to supply a grate for a stove 
tho.t was matlo in 1886. You see, there 
are lots of people, especially in the 
country, who use tho old fashioned wood 
stoves, and although ono of the new 
stoves would savo them enough in ono 
season to pay for itself they stick to tho 
old ones. 


"Wo have any number of amusing 


exporienoen, although some of them 
would tiy the patience of a saint. Peo- 
ple will come to us who think they have 
enough information if they give us the 
name of their t-;tovo. 
An Irishman 


walked into our place the other day. 
Ho was one of those positive Irishmen 
•who think ib impossible to make a mis- 
take." 'Good mornin,' ho began. 'Oi was 
laid off yesterday, an Oi just came 
down to git some fixin's for the stove. 
Thi; ould woman'n been lackiu for a 
new back this long toime.' 
" 'What kind of a stovo is it?' 
" 'Oh, just a common ivery day 


stovo.' 
'' 'Does it burn coal or wood?' 
" 'It'n a coal stove an bums a divil 


of n, lofc of coal. 
Sure, it takes tho best 


part of mo waged buyin coal.' 
" 'What is tho name and number of 


it?'" 'No. 8 Star.' 
" 'Are you fitiror' 
" 'Am Oi sure? Of course Oi'm sure. 


D'ye 
supporfc Oi'vo eat in front of it for 


the ILV t eight years an riot know what 
kiml of a stovo it is? Phat do you t'ink 
Oi am, tv choomp?' 
" 'But there is no frach stovo tnado.' 
" 'Is that so? Maybe you t'ink you

"Then there is tl-o 'handy* man, who 


comes in Yv-ith a piece of string or a 
stick. There aro knots in tho string and 
nicks en tho stick to show that the stove 
is 'f>o long and so deep.' When we tell 
him what is necessary before ho can be 
accommodated, he beats a hasty retreat. 
And there is the lady who thinks we are 
'just horrid,' when we tell her that wo 
don't know what kind of a stove she 
has, 
that thrae are between 70,000 and 


80,000 for wTiich we have repairs, and 
that hers might be any one of them. 


' 'The other day a German who keeps 


a secondhand store was in here for some 
parts to two stoves that he had bought. 
He could not speak English very well, 
and as near as the clerk could make out 
the names of his stoves were the 'Sau- 
sage* and the 'Maggots.' ',

Houses of Ill-Fame. 


THE BOARD OP COUNTY COMMISSION- 
era of Wnshoe County, State of Nevada 
do orduiu as follows: 


SECTION 1. It shall j,0 unlawful for any 
owner, or agent of any owner, or any ether 
person, to loan or rent to any person what- 
ever any room or house to be kept or used 
for purposes of prostitution, or to keep n 
house of ill-fame or resort for prostitution 
anywhere within the corporation limits of 
the town of Keno, Nevada, except in that 
portion of said town east and south of tho 
uro limits, in Block Y, as now established, 
and tho lauds south of First Street, north of 
the "1 ruckeo river, und east of the lire limits 
as now established. 


SEC 2. Any parson violating Section ono
